How is it then, our drowping wits. ſhould ſo 
wonder at an exquiſite line, that was his Maſters day- la- 
bour ? Indeede I muſt needs ſay, the deſcending yeetes from 
the Philoſophers Athens, haue not beene ſupplſied with ſuch 
preſent Orators;as were able in any Engliſh veine to be elo-

quent of their owne, but either they muſt borrow inuenticn 
of Arieſto, & his countrimen, take vp choice of words by ex- 
change in Tulass Tuſenlans , & the Latine Hiſteriographers 
ſtore-houſes, fimilitades, nay whole ſheers, & trctates vor- 
batim, from the plentie of Platarch and Plinis: and to con- 
clude,their whole methode of writing, fromthe libertie of 
Camicall fictions, that haue ſucceeded to our Rhetoriciaps 
by a ſecond imication;ſo that wel may the Adage, NAA 
quod nos dictum prius, bee the moſt indiciall eſtimate of out 
latter Writers, But the hunger ef our vnſatiate humoriſls, 
being ſuch as it is, ready to ſwallow all draffe without diffe- 
rence , that infiguates it ſelfe to their ſenſes vudet the name 
ofdelights,imploies ofuimes many thredharę wits, to 

tie their invention of cheir Apiſhdeuices, as alke moſt k 
perficially of Policie, as thoſe that geuet ware gowne in the 
Vaiuerfitie ; herein they teuiue the old ſaid Adage, Sms 
Minernans , and caule the wiſer ig quippe them with H- 
nu ad lyram. Would Gentlemen andriper iudgt ments ad- 
mit my motion of moderation in a mattet of folly, I would 
perſwade them to phyſicke their faculties of ſeeing and hea- 
rivg , as the dabæans doe their dylled fenſcs with ſmelling:

eyther by their priuate readings , or pee wazkes , rer ut- 
ged the errours of Atte, expelled fromtheit puritie and ſet be 
tore our eyes a more perfect methode of ſtudie. 

But how ill their precepts haue prbſpeted with our idle 
age, that leaue the ſountaines of Sciences, to follow the Ri- 
uers of Knowledge, their ouer · fraught Studies Mich ꝛrifling 
compendiaties, may teſtiſie: fot I know got ho it commech 
to paſſe, by the doting practice of our Diuinitie Dutges,chae 
ſtriue to make their Pupils pulpit· men, before they ate teron- 
ciled to Priſcian: but thoſe yeeres which ſhould be imployed- 
in Ariſtotle, are expired in Eyitomies, and well too, they may 
haue ſo much Catechiſme vacation, to take vp a littlerefule 
Philoſophy. x 

And heere I could enter into a large fie lde of inueQiue a« 
gainſt our abie ct abbreuiations of Artes, were it not growne 
to anew faſhion among our Nation, to vaunt the pride of 
contraction in euery manuatie action: inſomuch, that the 
Pater. noſter, which was wont to fill a ſheer of Paper, is writ- 
ten in the compaſſe of a penny: whereupon one merrily aſ- 
ſumed that Prouerbe to be deriued, No penny, as pater- noſter. 
Which their nice curtayling putteth mee in minde of the cu- 
ſtome of the Scythians, ho if they had beene at any time di- 
ſtreſſed with famine,tooke in their gdles ſhorter, and (wad. 
died themſclues ſtraighter, to the intent, no vacuum beirg left 
in their intrailes, hunger ſhould not ſo much tyrannizeoucr 
their ſtomac kes: euen ſo theſe men oppteſſed with a greater 
penurie of Arte, doe pound their capacitie in barren Com- 
pendiums, and bound their baſe humours in the beggerly 
ſtraights of a hungry Analyſe, leſt longing after that inſiummm, 
which the pouertie of their conceit cannot compaſſe, they 
ſooner yee ld vp their youth to deſtinie, then their heart to vn- 
derſtanding. | 

How is it then ſuch bungling practicioners in principles, 
ſhould euer profit the Common- wealth by their negligent 
paines, who haue no mere cunning in Logicke or Dialogue 

B Latine, 
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Latine, then appertaines to the litera!) conſtruction of eyther: 
neuerthelcfle, it is daily apparant to our domeſtica)l eyes, that 
there is none ſo forward to publiſh cheitimperteRions, either 
in their trade of gloſe or tranſlations, as thoſe that ere more 
ynlearned then ignorant, and lefle conceiuing than Infants, 
Vet dare I not impure abſurditie to all of that ſocietie, al- 
though ſome of them haue ſer their names to their ſimplicitie. 
Who euer my priuate opinion condemneth as faultie, Maſter 
ee is not to bee abridged of his deſerued eſtee me, 
who firſt beate the path to that petfection which cur beſt 
Poets haue aſpited to finee his departure, whereto hee did 
aſcend, by comparing the Icaliin with the Engliſh, as Tut 
did Greca cm Latinis. Neither was M. Turberuile the wortt 
of his time, thonyh in tranflating hee attributed too much te 
the neceſſitie of the time. And in this page of praiſe, Icannot 
omit aged Arthur Golding , for his indufirious toyle in Eng- 
liſhing Ouidt Metamorphoſis, be ſides many other exquiſite e- 
ditions of diuinitie, turned by him out of the French tongue 
into our owe. M. Phaer likewiſe is not to be forgot, in regard 
of his famous Virgil, whoſe heauenly verſe, had it not bene 
blemiſhcd by his hautie thoughts, England might haue long 
inſulted his wit, and cerrigat qui poteſſ haue becne ſubſcribed 
to his workes. But Fortune, the Miſtris of change, with a pit- 
tying compaſſion, reſpecting Maſter Staniburſts prayſe, 
would that Phaer ſhould fall, that hee might ty ſe, hoſe he- 
roicall poetry io fired, I ſhould ſay inſpired with an hexameter 
facie ,. recalied to life, what cuer hiſted Barbariſme hath been 
buried this hundred yecre: and reviued by his ragged quill 
ſuch carterly varietie, as no Hodge ploughman in a Country 
but would haue held as the extremitie of clownerie: a pat- 
tetne whereof ] will propeund to your iudgements, as ncere 
as] can; being part of one of bis deſcriptions of a tempeft, 

Which is thus,

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Which firange language of the ſirmament, neuer ſubie& be.

of their triobulare Interpreter, as cf ſome Thraſenicall huffe 
ſnuffe: for ſo tertible was his ſſile to all milde cares, as would 

haue affrighted our peaceable Poets from intermedling here- 

after, with that quarrelling kinde of verſe, had not ſweet Ma- 

ter France, by his excellent tranſlation of Maſter Thomas 

Watſons ſugred Ammtas, animated their dulled ſpirits, to ſuch 

high. witted indeuc urs. But I know not how, their ouer-ti- 
merous cowardiſe hath ſtoode in awe of enuie, that no man 

finee him dutſt imitate any of the worlt of thoſe Romane 

wonders in Engliſh: which makes me thinke, that either the 

louers of mediocritie are very many, ot chat the number of 
good Poeis ate very ſmall, and in truth, ( Maſter arſon ex- 

cept, whom I mentioned before) I know not almoſt any of 
late dayes, that hath ſhewed himſelfe ſingular in any ſpeciall 

I] ative Poeme: whoſe Amintas,and tranſlated Antigone, may 

march in equipage of honour, with any of your ancient Po- 

ets: I will not ſay but we had a Haddon, whoſe pen vvould 

haue challenged the Lawrell from Homer, together with Car 

that came as neere him as Vrgil ro Theoeritns, But Thomas 

Newton with his Leiland, and Gabriel Harney, with two or 

three other, is almoſt all the ſtore that is leſt ys at this houre, 

Epitaphers, and poſition Poets, wee haue more then a good 

many, that ſwarmelike Crowes to a dead carcaſſe, but flie 

like Swallowes in the Winter, from any continuate ſubiect 

of wit. 

The efficient whereof, I imagine to iſſue fromthe vpſtare 
diſcipline of our reformatorie Churchmen, who account wit 
yanitie, and Poetry impietie: whoſe errour, although the ne- 
ceſſiie of Philoſophie might confuce , which lies couched 
moſt cloſely vndet darke fables profunditie, yet I had rather 
referre it as a diſputatiue plea by Diuines, then ſet it do wne as 
a determinate pofition in my vnexperienced opinion, But 
how euer their diſſentious iudgements ſhould decree in their 


aſtet · noone ſeſſions of an ſit, the private truth of my —

red Creede in this controuerſie is this, that as that beaſt was 
thought ſcorce worthy to be ſacrificed to the Eꝑyptian Epa- 
has: who had not ſome or other blacke ſpot on his un: ſo 
det me him farre vnworthy the name of a ſcholler, and ſo 
confequently to ſacrifice | is endeuours to Art, chat is not a 
Poet, either in whole or in part. 

And heere peraduenture, ſome deſperate quipper vvill 
canuaze wy purpoſed-compariſen Plus vltra, teconciling the 
alluſion of the blacke ſpot, to the blacke pot, which maketh 
our Poets vndermeale Muſes too mutinous, as cucry ſtanzo 
they pen aſter dinner, is full pointed with a ſtabbe. Which 
their dagger erunkennefle, although it might bee excuſed 
with tam Marti, quam Mercurio, yet will I couet it as well as 
I may with that proueibiall fæcundi celi es, that might well 
have beene deore-Keeper to the kanne of Silenus, when 
nodding on his Aſſe trapped vvith Iuie, hee made his moiſt 
noſe · cloth the pauſing int ermedium tv ixt euery nappe. Let 
frugall ſchollers, and finc-fingered novices, take their drinke 
by the ounce, and their wine by the halfe- penny worths: but 
it is for a Poet to examine the pottle pots, and gage the bot. 
tome of whole gallons, qui bene vult poie in, debet ante pinein. 
A pot of blew burning ale, with a fiery flaming toſte, is ag 
good as Pallas with the nine Muſes on Pernaſſus top: with- 
out the which, in vaine they may cry, O thou my Muſe, inſpire 
mee with ſome pen, when they want certaine liquid ſacrifice 
to rouze ber forth her denne. 

Pardon mee (Gentlemen) though ſomewhat merrily 1 
glance at their immoderate folly, who ffirme, that no man 
writes With conceit, except hee take counſell of the cup: nor 
would I haue you thinke, that I heenino dente, I arme my file 
againſt all, ſince I doe know the moderation of many Gen- 
tlemen of that ſtudie, to bee ſo farte ſtem infamie, as their 
verſe from-equalitie: whoſe ſufficiencie, were it as well ſeene 
into, by thoſe of higher place, as it wanders abroad vnre- 
warded in the mouthes of vngratefull monſſers, no doubt but 
the remembrance of Meacenasliberalitic extended to Maro, 
and men of like qualitie, would haue left no memory tothat 

e | ptouetbe 
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prouerbe of pouertic, Si vibil attwleris,, 4his Homere forar. 
Tuſh,fay our Engliſh Italians abe fineſt wits our chmate ſends 
forth, are but dric-brained dolts in compariſon of ether coun- 
tries: whom if you interrupt with radde natiauem, they will 
tell you of -Ptrrafch, T aſſo, Ctlians, With an infinite number 
of others, to whom if 1 ſhould oppaſe Chaucer, Lydgate 
Gower , with ſuch like, that lined vader the tytannie of iꝑno - 
rance,l doe thinke their befl'louers would bee much diſcon- 
tented with the collation of conntrarics, if 1 ſhould write o- 
uet all their heads, Haile fellow, well mer, One ching I am 
ſure of, that each of theſe three haue vented their meeteis 
with as much admiration in Engliſh,as euet the proudeſt A- 
rioſto did his verſe in Italian. 

Wnat ſhould I come to our Court, here the other- while 
vacations of our grauer Nobilule are prodigall of more pom- 
pous wit, and choice of words, then cuer tragicke 7e 
could attaine to? But as for paſtorall poems, I will not make 
the compariſon, leſt ourcoumrimens credite ſhould be diſ- 
countenanced by the contention: Who, although they cannot 
fare with ſuch inferiour facilitic,, yet I know, would carty the 
bucklers full eaſily from all forraine brauers; if their ſubies- 
dum circa quod, ſhould ſauout of any thing hautie. And 
ſhould the challenge of deepe conceit be intruded by any for- 
rainer, to bring our Engliſh wits to the touchſtone of Arr, I 
would preferre divine Maſter Spencer, the miracle of wit, to 
bandie line byline for my life, in the honour of England, a- 
gainſt Spaine, France, Italy, and all the world. Neither is 
hee the onely ſwallow of our Summer, (although Apollo, if 
his Tripos wers Vp agaiue, would pronounce him his: Sccra- 
tet,) but hee being forborne, there ate exrant about Lon- 
don, many moſt able men, to reuiue Poetry, though it were 
executed ten thouſand times, as in Platoes, ſo in Puritans 
Commen-wet!th : as namely for example, Mathem Roy- 
on, Thomas Achlow, and George Peele: the firſt of whom, as 
he hath ſnewed himſelfe fingulat in the immortall Epitaph of 
his beloued Aſtrophell, befides many other moſt abſolute 


Comike inucntions (made more publike by euery mans 
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praiſe, then they can bee by my ſpecch, ) ſo the ſecond bath 
more then once or twice maitteſted his deepe · witted ſchol-

one Roſcims,is of force to enrich a rabble of counterfeirs: Yer 
let ſubiects for all their inſolence, dedicate a De prepundis e- 
uery morning to the preſeruation of their Ceſar, left their 
increaſtag indignities returne them ere long tkeir juggling to 
medioctitie, and they bewaile in weeping blankes, the wane 
of their Modatchie. 

As Poettie hath beene honoured in thoſe her fore-named 
proſeſſors, ſo it hath not beene ary whit diſpa aged by 
Williams Warner obſolute A/biens; And beere Auhtoritie 
hath mades full point : in wheſe reverence inſiſting, I ceaſe 
to expoſe to yourſportthe picture of thoſe Pamphleters, and 
Pocts, that make a patrimonie of Iaſpeech, and more then 
2 younger brothers inheritance of their Abcie. Reade fa- 
uourably, to incourage me in the firſtlings of my folly, and 
perſwade your ſelues, I will perſecute thoſe Idiots and their 
heires vnto the third generation, that haue made Ari banke- 
tout of her ornaments, and ſcat Poetry a begging 45 and
